Fi iesians are not well known in Georgia, but 
are one of the most famous breeds throughoat 
tLe north and west and are rapidly becoming 
one of the most popuiar, They 
grow to large size, are beautifully shaped 
and are always black and.white, These tw, 
contrasting colors alternate throughout the 
entire body, givingthe cattle a striking pic- 
turesque look, The two year-old heifers weigh 
a thousand pounds, and a three-year-old ball 
willweigh over two thousand. They takeon 
beef rapidly and are hearty and easily accli- 
mated, Their udders are capacious, with won- 
derfol milk veins. Their hide, soft and plia- 
ble, their horns short and crumpled, and their

Whoea 
the petition was presented the boird declined 
toact upon it with haste,and at the same 
time instructed Chief Connolly to look into 
the system quietly. Last night during the 
meeting of the board the petition was taken 
up, and after a lengthy discussion the board 
instructed Chief Conuolly to inform 
the detective ageucy that tho 
board would swear inmen provided 
the merchants should ask it, but that the 
board reserved the right to name the mon.

WELL KNOWN ATLANTA 
BUTCHER IN POLICES COURT. 


Mr. Thomas Sawtell, the Buteher at 106 Whitehall 
Sti eet, Charged with Killing a Gick Hog--Tho 
The Case to be Tried in Police Qourt 
To-day—He Denies the Char#e, 


Thomas Sawtell, the butcher at 108 White- 
hall street, willappear in poliee court this 
morning, and be confronted with witnessesjwho 
will swear that’he butchered and sold a diseas- 


ed hog. 

The alleged offense is said to have been com- 
mitted on the 7th inst. 

Mr. Sawtell is a young man who has given 


past two or three years and has acquired a fine 
trade, both wholesale and retail. His shop on 


Whitehall is one of the best equippedin the 
city, while his slaughter house, near the Air- 
Line shops, is kept as neat as a pin, On the 7¢h 
of the present month, so the arresting officers 
claim, Mr: Sawtell went to his slaughter house 
and instructed the butchers to kill a beef and 
three bogs. While the beef was being killed 
Mr. Sawtell waiked through his hog pen and 
finding ahog lying down kicked it. The 
poiker staggered to his feet, and inan wa- 
steady, uneven gaite, moved off. Mr. Sawtell 
saw at a glance that the hog was sick, and 
calling Mark Adamson, one of his butchers, 
suid. 

“Bring a knife quick and kill this hog or 
he’:] be dead in twenty minutes,” 

Adamson responded to the call,and after 
he had driven the knife into the hog’s throat 
he straightened up and watched it bleed to 
death. As he was looking on Mr. Sawitell re- 
marked: 

“That's good. He'd have been dead in five 
minutes.” 

Only two other hogs were butchered on 
that day, and after these were dressed they 
were brought into the city. The one that had 
been considered sick was subsequently de- 
livered to a meat shop on Decatur street where 
it was re‘ailed. 

Such is the story Captain Moon expects to 
produce in police courtthis morning. George 
Bryant, Mark Adamson, Sarah Richardson 
and M. Sanders havs been subpcenaed as _ wit- 
nestes for the city. Two of the witnesses are 
szid to have been atthe slaughter pen when 
the hog was killed. Mr. Sawtell denies the 
truth of the charge, and says that whenever 
he finds a sick hog he kills it and selis to 
Lynch, the soap man. He asierts his ability 
to prove the statements incorrect. 


A BOY HURT BY A TRAIN. 


A Thirteen Year Old White Boy Falls from 
a Freight Train. 


Elmer Clay, a lad thirteen years of age, was 
quite seriously hurt yesterday morning on the 
Central raiiroad, near Jack’s cracker factory.
